ALBANY — Over the last 
several days eight sto 
signs have been removed. 
knocked down or defaced in 
Albany. according to 
Robert Guletz. Director of 
Public Works for the City of 
Albany. 

Seemingly with a pattern, 
this is the third time slop 
signs in Albany have su 
fered from the hands of 
vandals. In July of 1978, a 
rash of signs were damaged 
or removed and in De- 
cember of last year. a total 
of nine of the signs suffered 
a like fate. 

Classing the depredations 
as out-and-out vandalism. 
Guletz is ape aling to the 
residents of Albany to re- 
port any tampering with the 
stop signs that might ob- 
serve. He asked that a 
license number be obtained 
from any suspicious cars in 
the area so they may be 
checked out by the Albany 
police department. 

Citing the cost in these 
days of tight budget, Guletz 
said each pole represents 
approximately $60 per pole 
to replace or repair. If the 
entire stop sign and stan- 
dard is removed or dam- 
aged beyond repair he said 
there is $30 in labor, $20 in 
parts and $10 for a new sign 
to bring the cost to the $60 
figure.

Council. 

seoey ay it has de- 
veloped that the large con- 
tigent of members of the 
Waterfront Committee at 
the Council meeting had 
been informed in a memo 
from McNenny, dated Feb- 
Truary 15, 1979, to attend the 
Council meeting. 

His communication is 
herewith printed in full: 

“NOTICE 

There wil] be no meeting 
of the Waterfront Commit- 
tee in February. Instead. 
all members are urged to 
attend. if possible; the 
Council meeting on Mon- 
day. February 26. At that 
meeting. there will be a 
public hearing concerning 
the setting of specific boun- 
daries for the Redévelop- 
ment Area. 

It is, naturally, advan- 
tageous for development 
ead that the area de- 
ined include as much real 
estate as practical. It is 
presently proposed that the 
Gateview complex be in- 
cluded within the-Rede= 
velopment boundaries. 
Some concerns are likely to 
be voiced regarding this 
proposal; and I am hopeful 
that a good portion of our 
membership can be there to 
speak of our Committee’s 
interest. My own feeling is 
that the inclusion of 
Gateview is the only way 
we can hope to make our 
project (or some version of 
it) a reality.

area. would provide the 
necessary money and ena- 
ble the city to reapply for 
DNOD assistance. 

Waterfront committee 
chairman Howard 
McNenny complained, 
along with others, that he 
had just learned the details 
of Haden’s plan that day 
and wanted time to discuss 
it with the other 14 commit- 
tee members. 

Mayor Lewis Howell 
made a motion to postpone 
the hearing. but received no 
second. Councilman Robert 
Luoma was absent. 

The hearing continued 
and Haden explained the 
money for the waterfront 
project, which he predicted 
would take 10 years to com- 
plete. would come from 
taxes from new units at 
Gateview. and DNOD and 
other state grants. 


At the end of his proposal 
Haden asked the council for 
permission to enter into 
negotiations with Interstate 
General Corporation. the 
developers of Gateview, 
which must agree to part of 
the marina plan if it is to be 
approved. 

Several members of the 
audience and some mem- 
bers of the waterfront 
committee asked again that 
the meeting be postponed. 
because none of them had a 
chance to study the plan 
until they saw it that day. 


Councilman William 
Lewis Sr. found the public 
notice that was printed for 
the meeting and reported it 
did not contain the correct 
information about the 
waterfront issue. 

Until the public is in- 
formed, I don’t know what 
we're going to talk about,” 
said Howell as he asked 
again for a postponement of 
the hearing. The motion 
this time won unanimous 
approval from other council 
members. 

Even if the council and 
waterfront committees give 
approval to Haden’s plan. it 
faces a major obstacle: a 
suit filed in 1975 against the 
city by the Albany Landfill 
Corp.. which charges the 
city with breach of con- 
tract. The city ordered the 
firm to cease filling opera- 
lions right after signing a 
contract with‘the company.

Hood elaborated on the 
results of the trial where 
Call was found, after much 
debate and acrimonious 
statements, guilty by Judge 
Robert Kroninger of con- 
flict of interest in the sale of 
his land on Albany Hill to 
Interstate General Corpo- 
ration for $285,000. The de- 
cision stated Call should 
pay $285,000, plus interest to 
the City of Albany. The 
judgment is on appeal at 
this time. The judgment 
also said Albany should

any. 

Hood said in his state- 
ment before the City coun- 
cil that the judgment also 
stated ‘‘Call should pa 
Plaintiff's attorneys. With

ning about $200,000; plus 
the $285,000 and interest; 
plus Mr. Call’s own attor- 
ney fees, which are bound 
to be considerable; the 
Calls will be out well over 
$600,000 with not a thing to 
show for it. Of course the 
decision is on appeal, but if 
carried out to the letter it 
will mean financial ruin for 
the Calls. That is where 
your promise to negotiate a 
settlement comes in.” 

“What evidence can you 
show that you kept your 
campaign promise to try to 
negotiate?

The computer system 
was put together with tthe 
telp of Massachusetts Imst- 
tute of Technology scien- 
tists over a period of four 
years and at an estimated 
cost of $4-5 million to the 
National Foundation- 
Mareh of Dimes. 

Chiitiren’s Medical Gene- 
tics, Unit is part of a re- 
gionalized Computer net- 
wor's with ithe University of 
Cal‘fornia in San Francisco 
and Fresno Genetics Prog- 
raz, created with the assis- 
tance of the March of Di- 
mes. 

According ‘to Dr. ‘Sanford 
Sherman, Chief of Medical 
Genetics at Children’s, it 
has been extremely dif- 
ficult to locate complete in- 
formation on any given 
birth defect because mfor- 
maton is scattered among 
journals and textbooks in 
different medical 
specialities with no cen- 
tralized source. 

“Now,” Dr. Sharman 
said, “we will have ‘access 
toa summary of all known 
medical informaton about 
more than 1,000 of ‘the 
known birth defects ina 
computer bank, which «can 
provide many types of med- 
ical information, ranging 
from minimal diagnostic 
criteria for a birth defect to 
other known references and
